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THE RELEASE OF DAVIS. 


N the discharge (on bail) of JEFFERSON DAvis 

from Fort Monroe, a lame and impotent conclusion 
rounds off what at best has been a shabby and dis- 
graceful affair. Two years have passed since that 
personage first began to cut a figure in the eyes of the 
world as State Prisoner, and no fresh evidence, the 
while, has been discovered for or against the distin- 
guished culprit. If he be guilty of anything criminal, 
why is he not convicted ; if he be guiltless, why is he 
not acquitted? If he were not to be tried, why was 
he arrested; if he were to be tried, why did not a 
jury of peers pass their verdict on him, two-and-twer- 
ty months ago? Such are the plain questions we 
find intélligent and sensible men asking each other at 
every street-corner, and getting no satisfactory answer, 
indeed, but feeling as if the very query cornered the 
responsible authorities in a discreditable dilemma. 
The gist of the matter seems to be that the people 
have been thrown into the position of eating their 
own words. The fair commentary on the release of 
JEFFERSON DAVIs (if, as is probable, he shall be dis- 
charged in November) will be that treason is not a 
crime, or if it be one, is so trivial a weakness that it 
must not be punished—the well-known oratorical utter- 
ance of Senator ANDREW JOHNSON to the contrary 
notwithstanding. As the case stands, we are all 
abashed with a conviction that the great gulf fixed of 
old betwixt ‘‘loyalty’’ and ‘“‘ oath-breaking,’’ has 
been somehow filled up, so that the ancient landmarks 
are gone ; and the only crime committed by the Con- 
f:deracy was the crime of not achieving success. 

The six years’ career now consummated have added 
to JErrERsON Davis abundant celebrity without 
clothing him in the least with historic greatness. The 
true hero of our day, the figure which will ever here- 
after loom up above others in enduring supremacy, is 
that ungainly, uncomely one of the martyr Presi- 
DENT, the rival and the foe of JEFFERSON Davis, and 
between whom and Davis, and between whose disci- 
ples and admirers and those of Davis, there can 
never be any joint-proprietorship of glory and honor. 
Davis was physically safer, indeed, in undermining 
the Republic than Lincoun in saving it. The work 
of the latter cost him his life in the moment of suc- 
cess, by the hand of an emissary of the rival cause: 
Mr. Davis walks free and untrammelled, and is not 
called to account for his career. It is some satisfac- 
tion, however, to know that Mr. Davis will go down 
tohistory, though unwhipped of justice, at least un- 
silded by any misleading romance. The unsympa- 
thetic and arrogant elements in his temperament ill- 
fitted him to carry a nation with him by the force of 
Personal devotion. But, whatever romance might 

ve been thrown around him by the failure of his 
Cause, Was entirely removed by the very prosaic, em- 

ng, in fact ludicrous, circumstances of his 


*erhauling and capture in Georgia. Perhaps, also, 








this present quiet way of his disappearing from the 
stage of history is practically better than the ceremony 
of a state trial, which could not have failed to increase 


. his notoriety. 


The career of Jerr. DAvis as President commenced 
in February, 1861, thus antedating that of our own 
President LINcoLN: it substantially ended, four years 
later, on the 2d day of April, 1865. On that fatal 
Sunday, Lxr’s courier hastily entered St. Paul’s 
Church, in Richmond, and calling out the Confederate 
President, told him the doom of his. capital. That 
same night, Davis began his new réle as fugitive 
from justice. Flying to Danville, he had the mon- 
strous conceit and hardihood to make a “ proclama- 
“tion” on the 5th of April, announcing that ‘‘we 
“* have now entered upon a new phase of the struggle. 
‘* Relieved from the necessity of guarding particular 
“* points, our army will be free to move from point to 
‘point, to strike the enemy in detail, far from his 
‘“‘base!’’ Poor Jerr.! Reading this proclamation 
now, the whole tide of four years’ mendacity by which 
the Confederacy was so long floated floods back upon 
the memory, and once again we are surrounded by 
those famous “‘ blessings in disguise.” In this same 
manifesto, ‘‘ I will never consent,” said poor DAvis, 
‘to abandon to the enemy one foot of the soil of any 
“one of the States of the Confederacy. Virginia 
** shall be held and defended, and no peace ever be 
‘* made with the infamous invaders of her territory.” 
And so forth, and so on, “‘ with unconquered and un- 
*‘conquerable hearts.” Four days later, Lee had 
surrendered, and Davis and his baggage fled inconti- 
nently from Danville to Greensboro. On the 18th of 
April, Davis fled from Greensboro, via Charlotte, 
across South Carolina. On the 9th of May, he 
reached the little historic town of Irwinsville, Georgia, 
and there, next morning, he was captured by Colonel 
PritcHARD’s Fourth Michigan, while attempting to 
escape to the spring, disguised as his wife’s ‘‘old 
‘** mother,” with a shawl over his head and a tin pail 
in his hand. It was the farce after the tragedy, and 
the world rang with laughter, which forever destroyed 
the romance of Mr. JEFFERSON Davis’ exploits. 

He was conducted (in male attire) to Fort Monroe 
on the 19th of May, and served out nearly two years 
there before ‘‘ freedom of locomotion,” as his counsel 
expressed it, was granted. A desperate effort was 
formerly made by most of the newspapers of that hu- 
mane and gentle nation which has lately taught us 
how to treat rebels in Jamaica and India, to manufac- 
ture sympathy for Jerr. Davis. What space the 
English papers could spare from excusing the atroci- 
ties of Andersonville, Libby, and Belle Isle, was filled 
with pictures of the horrible tortures of Jerr. Davis 
at Fort Monroe. He was allowed no books, and was 
going to die! He was dwindling away perceptibly 
under inquisitorial tortures—the Americans were bar- 
barous to their captives! Had one tithe of the hor- 
rors that anguished the fourteen thousand brave boys 
of the North who, in two years, died at one single 
prison in the South, been inflicted on DAvis, he would 
long ago have gone to encounter them in the next 
world. But DAVIs, despite the innuendoes of the Sat- 
urday Review, waxed better and better in health— 
not only lived but ‘‘ thrived ’’ under Yankee barbari- 
ties. 


The question of DAvis’s trial is probably ended. 
Between PRESIDENT and Supreme Court, between 
civil and military tribunals, it has been batted to and 
fro like a shuttlecock between battledores, till now 
the play is over. 


We do not purpose to say anything 





elaborate on a subject which it is now almost useless 
to discuss. Nevertheless, it may be set down as true, 
that the time was when the summary but fair trial by 
courtmartial of JEFFERSON DAvIs, would have been 
applauded as an act of justice throughout the land. 
On the 2d day of May, President JoHNSON published 
this proclamation : ; 

Whereas, It appears from evidence in the Bureau of Military Jus- 
tice that the audacious murder of the late President, Asranam Lrn- 
coLn, and the attempted assassination of the Hon. W. H. Szwazp, 
Secretary of State, were incited, concerted, and procured by and be- 
tween Jerrerson Davis, late of Richmond, Va , and Jacos Txomr- 
son, CLemunt CO. Cray, Beverty Tucker, Grorce N. Saxpers, W. 
O. Crary, and other rebels and traitors, against the Government of 
the United States, harbored in Canada. 

Now, therefore, to the end that justice may be done, I, ANpREw 
Jounson, President of the United States, do offer and promise for the 
arrest of said persons, or either of them within the limits of the 
United States, so that they can be brought to trial, the following re- 
wards : One hundred thousand dollars for the arrest of JErFERson 
Davis. 

Then followed the rewards offered for the other 
criminals. On that charge, JEFFERSON DAVIS was 
arrested, and on that charge committed to jail. What 
was the ‘‘ evidence ’’ which caused this proclamation ? 
The previous day, May Ist, the PRESIDENT had issued 
a second order, commanding the detail of a military 
commission on the ground that “‘ the persons impli- 
‘* cated in the murder of the late President, and their 
“‘ aiders or abettors, are subject to the jurisdiction of, 
‘* and legally triable, before a military commission.’’ 

It is not, however, this accusation of complicity in 
homicide (an accusation probably groundless) which 
has given interest to the fate of Davis. The great 
and enormous crime of DAvis was that, in Mr. Jonn- 
SON’S phrase, of aiming not at the life of a man, but 
of a nation. The PRESIDENT once said, in memorable 
words, that ‘‘it was time the people of the United 
‘* States should learn that treason wasa crime.’’ The 
boot appears to be on the other leg. The people 
think that they are the only people who do know that 
treason isacrime. With the final discharge of JEr- 
FERSON Davis, however, the question of treason will 
probably go undecided into history. Or, if it be ex- 
humed at some distant day, it will appear in some 
dry, legal dictum, interesting as a professional opinion, 
but taking no vital hold as a fact upon the people of 
the Republic. 


Forr Ridgley, District of Minnesota, has been aban- 
doned. It will,be left in the charge of a small guard until 
the stores there are disposed of.

he arrival of officers at their new stations will by each 
be promptly reported to this office. 

First Lieutenant Jonn M. Srepnensoy, U. 8. Army, 
has been tried before a General Court-martial which con- 
vened at New York, charged with “ Absence without leave.” 
The specification to this charge sets forth that Lieutenant 
Srepaenson having received permission to absent himself 
for forty-eight hours, with a view to the procurement of 
necessary uniform, did remain absent without authority, 
from on or about the 30th day of November, 1866, until on 
or about the 26th day of March, 1867, on which day he was 
surrendered a prisoner at Fort Delaware, Delaware. The 
Court having found the accused guilty of the above charge 
and specification, sentenced him “To be suspended from 
rank and command for eight months, to forfeit his pay 
proper for the same period, and to be confined during 
his suspension to the limits of the post where his battery 
is serving.” The proceedings and findings in the foregoing 
case have been approved by Major-General Mzaps, Com- 
» manding Department of the East, who has ordered the sen- 
tence to be carried into effect. 


Szvera applications have been made to the Pension 
Office for instructions and forms under an alleged “ act 
granting pensions to the soldiers of the war of 1812 with 
Great Britain,” said to have been approved December 6, 
1866. The Commissioner of Pensions desires that general 
publicity should be given to his statement that no act of 
the date or tenor specified has been passed by Congress. 
There is no law granting pensions to soldiers of the war 
of 1812, excepting to such as were disabled in the service 
as provided for more than fifty years since.

BOARD OF NAVAL SURVEYORS. 


The war of the Rebellion seems to have left the Navy 
in a sort of transition state. Among the changes brought 
about by the necessities of the war, and demonstrated by 
experience to be improvements, was the introduction of 
the office of Assistant Secretary of the Navy. The step 
was found necessary from the immense pressure of busi- 
ness, and its wisdom has been proved by subsequent 
events; for the Department, as organized during a war of 
more than ordinary magnitude, has performed prodigies 
of labor to the satisfaction of the loyal, and the discom- 
fiture of rebels. 

A change is now asked for in the organization of the 
Department ; and why? Not so much because the organ- 
ization itself is faulty, but because the way it is carried 
out is objectionable. 

When the office of Assistant Secretary was first created 
it was tilled by a civilian who had some little experience 
in naval matters, some in mercantile affairs, and some in 
manufacturing business. To a great deal of energy and 
industry he added much practical knowledge of business 
qualifications, which, with the acknowledged capabilities 
of the Secretary, enabled the Navy Department to place 
such a fair record on the page of history. But if that 
assistant Secretary had possessed a thorough naval educa- 
tion, and been familiar with the fundamental principles of 
naval architecture, and the requirements of a marine 
steam engine, we would have had by this time the nucleus 
of a Navy that might be enlarged at pleasure to meet the 
requirements of a great maritime war. We might have 
had ships that were “ ships.” 

Such was the Assistant Secretary during a great war, 
and now in time of peace the only question it seems to us 
is not, “shall the organization of the Department be 
changed,” but simply, “shall the Assistant Secretary be a 
civilian or a naval officer’’—one wholly unfamiliar with 
the Navy and its wants, or one who knows what a modern 
man-of-war should be, and who can carry out a high and 
thorough naval policy. As the Secretary is a civilian, 
there can be but one answer to this question, and that is, 
that his assistant should be a naval officer. 

Or, that we may not seem to oppose those who favor 
some change for the better, let the question be put in 
another form: Shall the Board of Surveyors consist of 
one member, or of several? We say most emphatically 
one member. 

From time out of mind, “ boards” have been shown to 
be ineffective. ‘‘ Pleasant, wise, witty, rare, reverend and 
remarkable Sidney Smith,” observes that “ boards only 
serve as screens ;” and this is true. They are irresponsi- 
ble—or the responsibility of each member beeomes so di- 
luted as not to be felt—whereas the individual assumes it 
all, and is thereby rendered more circumspect. 

The highest naval authorities in England have opposed 
the constitution of the Board of Admiralty. Those ad- 
mirals who themselves have served on the Board have put 
in their protest against its organization on the very 
ground of its inefficiency, and have strongly recommended 
that there be one responsible head instead. 

Probably one reason of the success of our Board of Na- 
val Commissioners was owing to its being composed of but 
three members; and it is a chance but that one of those 
was a “ruling spirit,” and carried out his own policy, 
while the other two merely aided him. Now improve 
upon that, and place the one “ruling spirit” there alone, 
and let him be aided by the heads of bureaus subordinate 
to him, an advaritage the Commissioners did not enjoy. 
There will be no chance then of divided councils and 
careless or reckless administration arising from lack of ac- 
countability Y.

agreeable to those much in the habit of writing. 

I can see the prisoner now as he stood there a few min. 
utes ago. Ilook at him, but not too curiously, as he is suffi. 
ciently embarrassed already, and I attempt to blend in my 
manner the sympathetic bearing of the counsel with ths 
assumption of astuteness and prescience befitting the public 
prosecutor. This feat I have inferred from Macomb is pos. 
sible, but the effort to accomplish it combined with the 
knowledge that this case will not prove different in it 
features from hundreds that have preceded it, makes me 
sleepy at once, and I write on with a dull indifference tp 
se length of the trial the details of which I have heard » 
often. 

The Court is sworn, and the venerable president, who 
despite his fifty-seven years of service is never known to be 
late or neglectful in attending to his duties, administers the 
oath to me with asolmnity as impressive now for the two 
hundredth time as it was fourteen months ago. Then fol.

Charge, Deserters,| Specification. In this that he Private 
Joseph Slopewell, of Company B, Twelfth Infantry, aduly 
enlisted soldier of the United States, did absent himself 
without authority from his company and post and desert 
the service of the United States, and remain absent until 
he surrendered himself at Governor’s Island on the 3lst of 
March, 1867. 

All this at Washington, D. C., on or about the 10thof 
March, 1867. 

‘“* Prisoner is that your name?” “ Yes sir!” “How do 
you plead?’ “ Guilty to both charge and specification.” 
“Have you any witnesses to call ”’ “No sir!’* “If you 
have anything to say to the court stand at attention and 
say it.” Slopewell turns to answer some inquiry made bya 
member of the court, and as he does so I take another sur- 
vey ofhim. He is certainty not a bad specimen of an en- 
listed man and possesses a splendid phisique. There isa 
hard grey intent look about the eyes, like that you must 
have seen in Rogers’ statuette of “‘one shot more.” That 
look tells of service in the war, but the reddish, muddy 
hue that discolors the cheek is not all sunburn, and you 
feel certain that the imprudent Joseph has kept up the 
excitement of the campaign in the transient pleasures of 
dissipation. His blouse does not fit him and he is guiltless 
of shirt collar, cravat or stock. Instead of a soldier clad 
in trim uniform, proud of his profession, and respecting 
himself so much as to be a gentleman under any circum- 
stances, he presents the appearance of a man gradually 
going tothe bad. Even now, I would wager, that the too 
good hearted sergeant who brought him here gave hima 
brace of drinks before he came in to “ get up his nerve” 
for the trial. The prisoner commences his defence. Scratch, 
scratch splatter and dab, over the legal cap goes the merci- 
less pen, leaving behind a record of man’s wickedness, and 
forfeiture of obligations that condemns him none the les 
because it is his own confession and precisely similar tos 
thousand others. <4 

Well sir! When I enlisted I was drunk. The recruiting 
sergeant enlisted me and a Justice of the Peace swore me 1. 
joined my post, got discouraged and while on pass got 02 
a spree, sold my overcoat for whiskey and deserted.

Now, Charlie, this case is a fair sample of ninety out of & 
hundred that we try and that are tried, I venture fo os 
by all general courts.

i ion, facilitate the gran of re , and in- 
fr eompany kitchens to save the crumbs that fall from 
the soldier's ration ; and just as the new machinery begins 
to be and gets in working order, a new regula- 
tion and new orders be published, and yet the cause may 
gill remain; for it is simply and truly rum. I speak 
feelingly and freely to you, because I understand that you 
gre a candidate for Congress. You can aid us all in this 

in the simplest manner. Get a law passed inflicting 
s fine of a thousand dollars on any person who shall sell 
an enli man any intoxicating liquor, from Bourbon 
down to Cologne or tricopherous. I mention the last two 
because they contain a great deal of alcohol and spirits of 
wine, and formerly there used to be a large demand for 
them at frontier posts. Make half the fing payable to the 
informer, and in case of failure to pay tif fine, imprison 
the offender for two years. Congress might make this law 
extend from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and in three 
months from its passage improve the moraié of the Army a 
hundred percent. It may be objected by some casuist 
that the want of care in selecting recruits, and the haste 
with which regiments are filled, are the most fruitful 
causes of desertion, and that the apparent strength of an 
army is its weakness when reénforced by men who run 
away on the first opportunity. We will not discuss that 
now, because my proposed law reaches all cases. The 
smaller evils are cured by the same remedy that eradicates 
the greater disease; and as soon as this proposed bill be- 
comes a law, an intemperate or reckless man would as soon 
think of entering a Quaker meeting-house to dance a 
jolero as to go inside the doors of a recruiting office. The 
Army would be too dry a place for him. 

Again it may be asked, why have I not included officers 
ja this proposition ? The answer is, I am not lecturing on 
tamperance, nor just now pleading for morality, but simply 
writing to you asa public man on the subject of court- 
martialing soldiers for desertion, and telling you, from my 
experience, how to reach the root of the great evil. 

I said that I was not lecturing. The only temperance 
society that I ever organized dissolved itself in so disastrous 
a manner as to discourage me from any further attempts at 
reform. I will relate the incident as a close to this already 
too lengthy letter. Mathews and Skegeye were two men 
of my command who were always either in the guard- 
house or the hospital. If not actually in the Surgeon’s 
hands, they were within five minutes of the delirium 
tremens, or just going on a fresh “ tot,” from which they 
were sure to return to be reconsigned to a ward. Confine- 
ment to the hospital under a sentinel, with their clothes 
taken away, and compelled to lie in bed for days, would do 
nogood. I believe Mathews would get drunk from reading 
an advertisement of the Plantation Bitters, and Skegeye 
would tap a door-port and extract whiskey before you 
wuld say “Jack Robinson.” Sober or drunk, but par- 
ticularly in the latter condition, they were so devoted to me 
that I determined on their reformation. One morning 
after having been kept awake nearly the half of the previ- 
ous night by a duet of howls from these two sons of Mars, 
Isent for them and in the kindest manner urged their 
taking the pledge. They demurred, and wanted time for 
consideration. They were immediately released from con- 
finement, granted a six-hours’ pass, and before the expira- 
tion of that time were brought back drunk as “ biled 
owls,” and reconfined in the prison-room. The guard- 
house was already filled to its capacity, but a few more 
candidates for reform were added so as to make it im- 
possible for all to lie down at once. By tattoo a free fight 
was raging there most furiously. The sergeant reported 
the stove kicked over, and the glass of the grated windows 
broken. He was directed to remove the stove and the 
lights, and to throw among the prisoners a dozen pieces 
of wood about the size of a chair rung. The effect was 
marvellous. The merriment that commenced with Hail 
Columbia, ended in groans and cries for “help!” But the 
wrgeant had received instructions to keep the doors 
futened, nor to open them on any pretence until morning, 
When he was to count the survivors and report progress. 
About midnight the last cry of “ murder” was heard from 
a1 apparently expiring Hibernian, and then the garrison 
slept the sleep of the innocent. You should have seen the 

e the next morning at the guard-house. The prison- 
ers had fought themselves to sleep, and, upon my word, 
they all looked alike. I would have defied the mother of 
any one of that double row of whiskey-skins to have 
picked her own special [darling out of that group. 
There were twenty men there, and twenty pairs of black 
tyes, and twenty faces the color of the rainbow; five hats 
and about three shirts for the twenty. After guard- 
mounting, Mathews and Skegeye wanted permission to 
tpeak with me. You could not have told Skegeye from 
Mathews, or Mathews from Skegeye. Each resembled the 
other, even in their penitence. “ Please Captain, if you 
will let us sign the pledge now, and let us out of that 
h—Il on earth, we will keep our promise and never drink 
aly more.” They both signed the pledge, were released 
from the guard-house, and [ never set eyes on them from 
that day to this present writing. REGULAR.

DRESS PARADE AT WEST POINT. 


Tue signal for morning parade is beaten at eight, a. m., 
during the encampment, and for evening parade at twenty 
minutes before sunset in the afternoon, throughout the 
year, when the weather permits. The assembly is beaten 
five minutes after the first signal, upon which the com- 
panies are formed upon their respective company parade 
grounds in two ranks (faced to the right in the right wing, 
and to the left in the left wing, so that the tallest men will 
be on the right and left of the battalion after the line is 
formed), with arms at ashoulder. The first sergeant of 
each company, stationed ten paces in front of the centre of 
the company, and facing it, then commands Front. The 
companies being then faced to the front, the rolls are 
called, and the details for guard for the following day are 
announced. The first sergeant having indicated the divi- 
sion of platoons, and caused each rank to call off by twos, 
takes his position on the right of his company, and makes 
an informal report of the absentees to the captain, who 
then reports the same and all absent lieutenants to the 
officer of the day. 

The captain then proceeds to inspect his company, as 
prescribed by the Army Regulations. 

After the inspection of each company is completed, the 
adjutant signals the field music, which, with the band, is 
drawn up in rear, and at some distance to the left of the 
general parade ground. On observing the signal, the Ad- 
jutant’s call is sounded by the field music, followed by a 
double-quick time by the band. ‘Taking a position thirty 
paces in front of the companies, the adjutant, with the 
sergeant-major on his left, and a marker behind each, 
moves off af’a double quick to the parade ground. Arriv- 
ing thereon the sergeant-major is halted with his marker 
at the point where the left of the color company is to rest, 
the marker facing towards the right of the line, the ser- 
geant-major two paces in rear facing in the same direction. 
The adjutant and his marker proceed on the line com- 
pany distance, when they halt and face about, arranging 
themselves as described for the sergeant-major, etc., but 
facing to the left. The adjutant and sergeant-major then 
draw their swords, and establish both markers on the line, 
after which they face about, and proceed on the prolonga- 
tion of the line in opposite directions, company distance, 
halt and face about, so as toface each other. In the mean- 
time the companies are moved to the front at a double 
quick to the music of the band, the color company leading 
the advance. Sometimes the movement is made in a col- 
umn by platoon, at others by company front, according to 
the will of the captains. The band, wheeling twice to the 
left and rear, accompanies these movements, moving itself 
in common time. When the color company (always bear- 
ing the National color), is established on the line of the 
markers, the others are quickly formed on its right and 
left, and, as in all successive formations, each is brought 
to support arms, and aligned—those in the right wing to 
the left, and those in the left wing to the right. 

The adjutant having assumed a station two paces from 
the right flank of the battalion, and facing down the line, 
then commands, Guipes Post. The sergeant-major, 
markers, and guides, thrown on the line by the companies 
in the act of forming, then retire to the rear and proper 
positions by the.nearest routes, the sergeant-major taking 

in a line with the battalion, and two paces from its 
left flank. When the captains have resumed their proper 
positions after the command “ Guides Post,” the adjutant 
directs the captain of the right company to shoulder arms, 
order arms, and parade rest, which movement is repeated in 
succession by the other companies from right to left, each 
captain stepping one pace to the front of the right of the 
company, and facing to the left down the line. As the 
movements are executed, each captain faces to the front on 
completion, and, by a backward step, resumes his proper 
position, coming himself to parade rest, During this in- 
terval the adjutant remains in his position before men- 
tioned on the right, facing the front. The band has pre- 
viously wheeled into line about fifteen or twenty paces 
from the right flank of the position, and is aligned upon it. 

As soon as all the companies are at parade rest, the adju-

The officers then 
to the front as the ranks open, by the nearest intervals, 
and are aligned by the adjutant, as are also the rear rank, 
and the line of file closers. He then commands, Froxt, 
and proceeds down the line, between the front rank and 
the line of officers, to the centre of the battalion; he there 
fadss to the right, and moves to the front ten paces in ad~ 
vance of the officers’ line, where he halts, comes to the 
right about, and commands, present arms. Seeing this ex- 
ecuted, the adjutant faces about, saluting the officer in 
charge, he reports, “Sir, the parade is formed.” Receiv- 
ing in reply the intimation, ‘Take your post, sir,” he 
then moves to the front, passing by the right around to 
the left of the officer in charge, and takes his post three 
paces from him and one in his rear. The officer in charge 
then draws his sword, and the manual of arms is executed 
at his command. Upon ceasing the execution of the man- 
ual, he returns his sword, leaving the battalion at order 
arms, and directs the adjutant to receive the report of the 
first sergeants. The adjutant then moves by rear and 
right of the officer in charge toward the centre of the line, 
halting midway between him and the line of officers, he 
commands, first sergeants to the front and centre—MAROH. 
At the first command the first sergeants shoulder arms, 
step two paces to the fiont, and face the centre. At tle 
second command they move briskly to the centre of line 
and halt. The adjutant then commands, front face—report. 
Beginning at the right, each sergeant salutes and reports 
in succession, by bringing the lett hand against his rifle 
and across his right breast—* Company A, present, or ac- 
counted for ;” “‘I'wo privates absent, Company B,” etc. 
The adjutant then commands, first sergeants, outward face— 
to your poste—mancu. At the first command the first ser- 
geants face outwards in the direction of the flanks, except 
the one belonging to the company on the left of the color 
company, who faces about; at the second command they 
move to their proper posit‘ons. 

The adjutant then faces the officer in charge, and salut- 
ing, he reports the consolidated reports of the first ser- 
geants. In reply, the officer in charge directs him to 
publish his orders. The adjutant then faces about and 
commands, attention to orders, While reading the orders 
his sword is suspended by its knot on his left wrist to en- 
able him to use both hands. If no orders are to be read, 
he announces the details for duty on the following day 
with his sword at “a carry.” ‘The orders having been 
published, the adjutant faces about, and saluting, he re- 
ports, ‘‘The orders are published, sir,” upon which the 
officer in charge directs him to dismiss the parade. The 
former then faces about, and commands, the parade is dis- 
missed, At the last command the adjutant returns his 
sword, as well as all the other officers, the latter facing 
towards the centre of the line. As the adjutant moves 
to the latter point, the officers close upon him in a line of 
files. ‘The adjutant then commands, front face, when all 
face to the front, himself facing about. He then com- 
mands, forward—maxcu, when all move to the front in 
quick time to the music of the band, dressing to the centre. 
When the line arrives six paces from the in charge, 
the adjutant commands, HALT, at which all the officers 
salute by raising the hand to the cap, where it remains 
until the salute is returned, when the hands drop simul- 
taneously. 

The officers all disperse in groups, and leisurely retire 
from the parade. When the dispersion commences each 
first sergeant comes to a shoulder, and steps four paces in 
front of his company, and facing to the left, commands, 
shoulder arms—close order—mancu. The companies 
then marched to the front en atin, ao 
right. When the first company has m forty paces, 
the second thirty paces, the third twenty paces, and the 
fourth ten paces, they are flanked to the left simultaneous- 
ly, and marched to their respective company grounds. 
With the first move of the companies the wheels to 
the left, and moves part of the way only to their destina- 
tion, but it continues to play until they reach it. ; 

The method of forming the companies for battalion drill 
is the same as above described, except that the company 
inspection is omitted. The formation of the battalion for 
drill on the parade ground does not differ from the forma- 
tion at parade. In the same connection it may be stated 
that the ranks are not opened, but‘remain in “line of 
battle,” when, with arms presented, the adjutant turns 
over the battalion to the commanding officer for drill.

CAPE DISAPPOINTMENT, W. T. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sim :—I send you the following account of the works at 
this station : 

The United States Government works at the mouth of 
the Columbia River are at present three earth batteries on 
Cape Disappointment, W. T., and Fort Stevens (earth) on 
Point Adams, Oregon. Other works are soon to be erected 
on Scarborough’s Head, W. T. 

The. batteries on Cape Disappointment, W. T., are con- 
structed of earth upon the top of a bluff on the north or 
Washington Territory shore of the Columbia River, from 
190 to 202 feet high from the sea level, commanding the 
passage over the bar, and also the north or main channel 
of entrance to the Columbia River. The batteries are 
three in number, mounting in all twenty guns, ranging 
from eight to fifteen inches in bore. All the guns are 
mounted upon iron gun carriages of the most recent and 
approved patterns. There is a shot and shell proof mag- 
azine for each battery. 

The guns are at present mounted in the following order, 
viz.: In the West or Lighthouse Battery, gun No. 1 isa 
15-inch Rodman gun, smooth bore, mounted on an iron 
carriage, in a small work by itself. It commands the im- 
mediate ship passage over the Lar, and the opening to the 
north channel. This gun is on the extreme west point, on 
the ocean side of the lighthouse, and is 202 feet from the 
sea level. Guns Nos. 2, 3, and 4, are 10-inch Columbiads; 
Nos. 5, 6, 7, are 8-inch Columbiads; Nos. 8 and 9 are 10- 
inch Parrots rifled (with preponderance). These guns are 
east of the lighthouse, commanding the entrance, as also 
several miles of the north channel. The Middle Battery, 
about 500 yards east from the lighthouse, mounts but three 
guns, from Nos. 1 to 3, all 10-inch Columbiads. The guns 
arein position, and command the north channel and Sand 
Island. The East or Left Battery, about 600 yards north- 
east from the Middle Battery, and upon the point or bluff 
overlooking Baker’s Bay, mounts eight guns, all 10-inch 
Columbiads. These guns command the channel passing 
Sand Island, also the entrance to Baker’s Bay. 

The batteries are simply earthworks upon the top of an 
almost perpendicular bluff, the extreme point of a long and 
narrow cape. On the west side the base of this cape or 
bluff is washed by the waters of the Pacific Ocean; on the 
south and east by the Columbia River. 

The guns are all in position, sighted, and some of them

SECTION THIRTY-FOUR, ARMY BILL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Siz :—Will you gire the following a place in your jour- 
nal. Section 34, ‘‘ Of an act to increase and fix the mili 
peace establishment of the United States,” provides that 
officers who have served during the Rebellion as Volunteers 
in the armies of the United States, and who have been, or 
may hereafter be honorably mustered out of the Volunteer 
ser-vice, shall be entitled to dear the official title, and upon 
occasions of ceremony to wear the uniform of the highest 
grade they have held by brevet or other commissions in 
the Volunteer service. 

‘* In case of officers of the me oy Army, the Volunteer 
rank shall be entered upon the official Army register. 
Provided, That these pins shall not entitle any of- 
ficer to command, pay, or emoluments.” Approved, July 
28, 1866. Paragraph 335, Revised Regulations of 1863 
reads: “On all parades of ceremony, such as reviews, 
guard-mounting, at troop or retreat (dress-parades) par- 
ades,”’ 

In accordance with the above act I claim, as an officer 
at present in the United States Regular Army,— 

ist. That I am entitled at all times to be addressed by 
my highest Volunteer rank, though not allowed to wear 
the insignia of said rank except on occasions of ceremony. 

2d. That I am entitled upon ad occasions of ceremony, 
such as reviews, guard mounting, dress-parade, receptions, 
visiting, parties, balls, &c., to wear the uniform and insig- 
nia of my highest volunteer rank.

FORT O, F. SMITH, M. T. 
TotheEditor the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sin :—This is the name of one of the new posts estab- 
lished last Summer, for the protection of emigration on the 
new wagon road to the gold mines of Montana. Jt is 
situated at the point where the road crosses the Big Hérn 
River, and is about three hundred and twenty-five miles 
northwest of Fort Laramie, D. T., and two hundred and 
seventy-five east of Virginia City, Montana. 

That portion of the Big Horn River which is south of 
the mountains of the same name, is called “‘ Wind River.” 
The fort is about two miles from where the river debouches 
from these mountains, and about ninety from the point 
where it empties into the Yellowstone. 

Fort OC. F. Smith was built by Companies D and G, 
Twenty-seventh U. S. Infantry, and they have since 
formed its garrison, Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel H. OC. Kin- 
ney commanding. In more senses than one has it been an 
independent command, it having be2n almost impossible to 
communicate with the outside world. No mails were 
received from the 28th of November, 1866, until the 26th 
of March, 1867. 

The country has always been spoken of as the finest 
game country in the world, and, so far as our observation 
goes, it deserves the name. Were it not that so many 
hostile Indians are in the immediate vicinity, it would be 
a spot that would rejoice the heart of any sportsman. Elk, 
deer, antelope, Rocky Mountain sheep, bears, wolves, eto. 
abound, and buffalos roam in herds of thousands, At 
times you can see ten or fifteen thousand of these lords of 
the prairie at once. The supply of fresh meat for the 
garrison consists enterely of elk and buffalo, diversified by 
choice mutton-chops ror | bear-steaks. In the Summer and 
Fall, the finest trout, weighing two and three pounds, can 
be caught in great abundance in the smaller streams. 

A color of gold can be found in most of the streams, 
and doubtless paying diggings will be discovered as soon 
as it is safe for small parties of prospectors to go out. As 
it is now, it is about as much as a man’s life is worth to go 
out of sight of the fort. 

The Sioux, Cheyennes and Arrapahoes, have been en- 
camped since last Fall on and near Tongue River, about 
one day’s ride distant, and have threatened to attack the 
post all Winter, and will probably do so when the Sp 
opens up. They number some 3,600 lodges, which - 
cates a strength of about 16,600 warriors, it being custom 
to estimate five warriors to each lodge. They are well 
armed, many of them having revolvers and Spencer car- 


bines. If any in the East doubt their intention to fight, 
they may as well dismiss their doubts, for, embc by 
successes, they are determined to wage war until new

The health of the troops has been kably good. 
While nearly fifty per cent. of some of the atighincing

This post, commenced only upon the 12th July last, is 
rapidly approaching completion, and the interior of its 
Headquarters building, Adjutant and Surgeon’s Offices, sur-

wed logs. The Headquarters is thirty-six by forty feet, 
square roof, affording front room thirty-six by twenty, and 
two back rooms eighteen by twenty each. The wallsare of 
lath and stained dark yellow ; and pencilled in imi- 
tation of stone, having the appearance of mastic, in style of 
the National Banks in Denver, and done by the same man 
Mr. Finn, of Denver.

The barracks arespacious, one hundred by 
twenty-five, and afford sleeping for eighty men, a mess-room 
where the same number may sit comportably at tables, 
also office and sleeping room for first sergeant. 
is situate upon a uniform table elevation, 
handsome parade ground ; while upon 
flank is an abrupt ravine. Through ravine upon left 
flows Spring Creek a living stream, which, though 
thermometer in two instances indicated thirty-five and 
degrees below zero, has continually furnished us ex- 
cellent water. Upon front and rear is a gradual slope, the 
post from its elevation affording a commanding view of the 
country for ten miles in every @irection; and except upon 
the Black Hills eight miles to the east, there is no timber 
within twenty miles. The block house upon centre of the 
right flank has ten-inch walls of hewed timber, the main 
building being forty by forty, and ten feet high, with two 
rows of loopholes cut three-inch opening upon outside, and 
flaring to ten inches width upon the inside; thus giving 
each musket a range of fire over half mile of ground.

The Hon. Henry Wilson from Massachusetts, the fast 
and invincible friend of the Army, has administered to 
our relief in the introduction of the bill for thirty-three 
and one-third per cent. increase upon pay proper. Officers 
in the States, surrounded by every luxury, an abundant 
market, upon light, pleasurable duty, receive the same as 
we; and, in addition, commutation for fuel and quarters 
(upwards of $100 per month), though their expenses are 
far less than ours. Contrast the picture. We are upon a 
sterile plain, far removed from civilization, deprived of lit- 
erary, dramatic and operatic entertainment, the cultivat- 
ing influences of refined society, and having nothing to 
relieve the daily routine and monotony of garrison duty ; 
while we have to pay from five to fifteen cents per pound 
for potatoes; one dollar per dozen for eggs; one dollar per 
pound for butter; seventy-five cents per pound for cheese ; 
and other articles in proportion. Let those who have been 
deluded by the glittering bauble of city military life pull 
down the visionary castles they have built in the air, and 
try it a while upon the plains. 

Had details for recruiting service been made by regimen- 
tal commanders, as directed by the General-in-Chief in 
General Orders No. 30, May 17, 1866, “from officers who 
had served longest in the field during the war,” many now 
upon the Plains would be reaping some of the advantages 
and comforts of polished civilization.

THE UNITED STATES GUNBOAT NYACK. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Str:—The Nyack is a first-class gunboat, and one of a 
number constructed by the Navy Department during the 
war from the plans of the Bureaus of Construction and 
Steam Engineering—the former designing the hull and the 
latter the machinery. This vessel, together with the others 
of her class, have been in constant service since their com- 
pletion. Their machinery has had no repairs, and has 
always proved reliable, durable, and economical in fuel, 
giving very satisfactory speed and much efficiency at a 
small cost. 

The Nyack is at present attached to the South Pacific 
Squadron; and in the report of Rear-Admiral D 
of April 1, 1867, to the Secretary of the Navy, she is spoken 
of as follows, namely: 

“Thad also directed Lieutenant-Commander Pender- 
grast to note carefully and report in regard to the perform- 
ance of the Nyack, and it will be seen that the work has 
been done with a less expenditure of coal and in less time 
than any other vessel of the squadron can show. Indeed 
I can well commend this class of vessel as one which the 
—— will find embodies more in 600 tons than any 
other.” 

From the report above referred to of Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Pendergrast, on the performance of the Nyack, the 
fcllowing is extracted, namely : 

“The total distance run under steam alone was 3,650 
miles. The total amount of coal consumed when under 
steam alone was 287 tons. The average distance run per 
day was 209.5 miles. The number of days under steam 
alone was 17.4. The average amount of coal consumed 
per day was 16.4 tons. The average distance made per 
ton of coal was 12.7 miles The average consumption of 
coal per mile was 176 pounds.” 

The above performance is a rate of speed averaging 
nearly 8 3-4th knots per hour for a voyage of 3,650 miles 
at sea, against head seas and breezes, and without any 
assistance from sail. This performance was made at “ half 
power,” the stringent Navy regulations not permitting a 
greater proportion of the power to be used during peace 
cruising. The boilers of the Nyack have 200 square feet of 
grate surface, and will consume at the maximum 28 tons 
of anthracite perday. Had this quantity been burned, the 
vessel's speed would have been about 10 1-4th knots per 
hour. In smooth water and a calm, her maximum speed 
is 12 knots per hour. X. 








UNITED STATES UNIFORMS ABROAD. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Str :—In view of the fact that many of the ex-officers 
of our Volunteer Army will soon find themselves, either for 
business or pleasure, scattered over the continent of Europe, 
it will become a matter of some interest to decide upon what 
if any “ occasions of ceremony,” the uniform may under 
the provisions of our army-bill be worn. Has the question 
as to what may be considered an occasion of sufficient 
ceremony to warrant a resumption of the button ever been 
decided by proper authority? It was assumed not long 
since that the inauguration of the State Governor, at which 
ceremony militia officers wore uniform was such an occa- 
sion as was contemplated by the statute. If so, why might 
not a militia muster, review or even ball be so regarded ? 
At a presidential reception in this country it is presumed 
that no officer not actually in service would wear his uni- 
form ; could he, however, with propriety do so at a royal 
reception levee or other court dress occasion abroad? And 
does the provision by which he is entitled to assume the 
rank of his highest grade authorize the addition to his 
signature or card of the words “ Brevet Captain U. 8S. 
Volunteers?” Good taste beyond doubt would dictate that 
the assumption of either military rank or uniform should 
be upon the rarest occasions. But as circumstances might 
arise in which it would be convenient to know the precise 
extent of actual rights in the premises, the writer would be

know that they must have hitherto escaped their attention 
as the Ordnance Sergeant of the U. S. Army would not by 
among the forgotton ones if they were known. 
Premising that it has ever been the custom of the United 
States, as it has been that of every other nation upon earth 
to pay the individuals composing its army in proportion to 
the gradation in rank held by them, I will endeavor to 
show, by a recitation of facts, that the ordnance surgeant 
should be better paid. I will not dwell upon the laborious 
duties of one of this grade at a large post, involyin 
as they do those of a first class clerk, with those of amedn 
workman and overseer, nor of his responsibilities, although 
at some forts they are very great, in some cases exceeding 
half a million of dollars, but will speak, en possant, of what 
may be, perhaps, of as much importance to those in autho. 
rity—their rank. They are, it is true, termed non-commis. 
sioned officers, so were cadets, so, indeed, are all who act as 
officers without a commission, but they are in reality war. 
rant officers, and hold assimilated rank with the barrack 
masters of the past, who, although appointed by a subordi- 
nate power to that which appoints the ordnance sergeant, 
were, nevertheless, ‘ warrant officers of the staff of the 
Regular Army,” and were paid from thirty to forty dollars 
per month, with from two to three rations per day. Ord- 
nance Sergeants are not of, but “‘ selected from,” the ser. 
ts of the line of the army. They are selected not only 
— the duty and first sergeants of companies but from 
the non-commissioned staff of regiments, and not only from 
the artillery and infantry but from the cavalry and engi- 
neers. Speaking of the non-commissioned staff, General 
Orders No, 4, War Department, A. G. O., March 8, 1854, 
says, they “ are of the line of the army, without the mean- 
ing of the act of April 5, 1832, and as such, entitled to the 
benefits provided for other sergeants of the line by the 
second section of said act.” Now, let us quote from the 
Regulations of the Army: take any edition from 1835 to the 
present time and we find that “ the judicious selection” of 
the ordnance sergeant “‘ is of no small importance to the 
interests of the service ;” and that “‘ while the law con- 
templates, in their appointment, the better preservation of 
the ordnance and ordnance stores in deposit in the several 
forts, there is the further motive of offering a reward to 
those faithful and well-tried sergeants who have long served 
their country, and of thus giving encouragement to the 
soldier in the ranks to emulate them in conduct, and thereby 
secure substantial promotion.” And now, a passing look 
at the facts: Of the thirteen ordnance sergeants on duty 
in the forts of Massachusetts, two have been appointed 
from the non-commissioned staff of regiments. One of them 
was, at the time of his appointment, Quartermaster Ser- 
geant of the First U. S. Artillery, and he is now paid but 
three dollars additional, instead of five, which a true in- 
terpretation of the law most assuredly allows him; the 
other sergeant was, at the time of his appointment, the Ser- 
geant-Major of the Fifth U.S. Infantry, and instead of 
being paid five dollars additional, is actually paid one dol- 
lar less than he was before he got the appointment, while 
those who have been selected from first sergeants, and a 
large proportion of them have been, receive but one dollar 
additional. Now it is very certain the law says “ they shall 
receive for their service five dollars per month in addition to 
their pay in the line,” and it is just as certain that they do 
not. Is it then unreasonable to ask that their pay should 
be defined and fixed by law? As it is now, the Paymaster- 
General's construction of the law operates to their disadvan- 
tage, for the old custom of 1833, when the pay of infantry, 
artillery, and engineer sergeants was alike, is still continued 
and the ordnance sergeant is paid five dollars per month in 
addition to the pay of a duty sergeant of infantry rather 
than in addition to what he received af the time of his ap- 
intment. The engineer sergeant is now paid fourteen 
ollars a month more than other sergeants of the line, 
while, by the law he is still entitled to ali the benefits al- 
lowed to other sergeants, and within the meaning of the 
act of April 5, 1832, is eligible to the appointment of ord- 
nance sergeant, then why, it is fair to ask, are not the ord- 
nance sergeants paid five dollars in addition to the max’ 
mum rather than to the minimum amount paid to duty ser- 
geants ? Who willanswer, or rather who will say the pay of 
the ordnance sergeant should be constructive in preference 
to being fixed? As it is now the duty sergeant of a com- 
pany of infantry who is working with a detail of men fr 
fen or more days under the supervision of the ordnance 
sergeant, actually draws five dollars and a half more pay 
than the ordnance sergeant himself. Is this as it should 
be? I am under the impression it is not. 
In Scott's Military Directory we are told that “ warrant 
officers are such as are immediately below commission 
officers, exercising their authority by warrant only ; 0 
that by the custom of war a court-martial cannot se 
tence a warrant officer to corporal punishment or reduction 
to the ranks.” An ordnance sergeant exercises his author- 
ity by warrant from the head of the army. os 
pointment he is directed by a letter from the Adjutan!

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Paruiament has received a report made to the Secre- 
tary of War by a committee of volunteer officers who re- 
cently met in London, to consider whether the present Par- 
liamentary grant to them and their class is sufficient. A 
circular was sent to all the commanding officers, and more 
than 650 replies were returned. The opinion of the service ig 
decidedly that the grant should be increased and that those 
who give their service ought not to be called upon for other 
demands. One Captain said he had spent £500 on his com- 
mand, and similar cases are known. The men too are put 
to expense. Taking all the facts together the committee 
came to the conclusion that unless the grant is increased 
there is danger of a collapse in some quarters. They recom- 
mendan addition of one pound for efficients besides the 
present ten shillings for extra efficiency, and an increase of 
the extra grant from 10s to £1. 

Txx hull of the Alabama, sunk three years ago in the 
fight with the Kearsarge, has, according to the correspond- 
ent of the Herald, floated inshore about two miles, and 
now lies firmly wedged among rocks in fifty fathoms of 
water. Wo attempt has ever been made to raise her, and 
now the consent of the French Government would have 
to be obtained. A short time ago a French ship-builder 
applied for the permission, but was refused. 

Turns is a British commission examining breech-load- 
ers, and the following are some of the results obtained. 
The Rosznts breach-loader fired eighty-four balls in six 
minutes, an average of fourteen a minute, and all struck 
inside the target, and penetrated fifteen one inch planks 
side by side. The Suanre rifle fired one hundred 

in less than seven minutes, and penetrated thir- 
planks. The Miisanx rim-fire gun fired ninety- 
balls in six and a half minutes, and penetrated 
eleven planks. The Lamson gun fired twelve balls in one 
minute. Bau’s carbine threw seventy-five balls in nine 
minutes and a half. The Prussian needle-gun fired an av- 
erage of six to seven balls a minute, and penetrated the 
eleventh plank. The Remncton gun shot off one hundred 
balls in six minutes and fifty-three seconds, and pene- 
trated the eleventh plank. The committee have received 
ninety rifle guns, and will not make a report for at least a

Tux French Emperor has commissioned several naval 
officers and hydrographers to proceed to various points of 
the globe in order to determine a certain number of fun- 
damental meridians which will serve to fix the geographi- 
cal position of intervening points. 

Ir is said that screw bolts of a very excellent descrip- 
tion are made in France with the thread entirely forged 
by some new process, which the English makers are unable 
to discover. As fastenings for armour plates, they are 
said to be invaluable. 

Aut the guns manufactured on Mr, Frazer’s plan have 
stood every description of test, and no other guns are now 
turned out at the Royal Arsenal. 

Tux calibre of the Snider-converted Enfield is 577 inch- 
es; charge, 70 grains. The Chassepot is more compli- 
cated than the Snider, and must be made de novo; but it is 
lighter and shorter in the barrel than the long Enfield, the 
ordinary weapon for infantry of the line. The Chassepot 
costs 57 francs, and the Snider (for conversion) less than 

A new breech-loader has been presented to the French 
Academy of Sciences, which is the invention of M. Gatavup, 
a gunsmith of Liege. It is so constructed as to ignite the 
powder from the upper part of the cartridge. To prevent 
the escape of gas from the breech a sort of conical copper 
thimble is fixed to the extremity of the screw which closes 
the breech, and which requires two turns to open it. This 
thimble is made very thin and when the gun is fired it is 
apread out like a disc by the pressure of the gas, and thus 
prevents its essape. The breech has to be unscrewed and 
a new thimble placed in after every shot. The screw is 
partly hollow and contains four pieces which constitute the 
mechanism. These are the percussion needle, a spiral 
spring, a pin performing the office of a trigger, and a sort 
of hook, which plays the part of a hammer at the moment 
of cocking the gun. By unscrewing a nut the whole may 
be taken to pieces. The gun is fired by pressing upon the 
pin in the breech screw, and thus the gun has no trigger 
or guard. It costs, it is said, not more than twenty-five 
francs. The cartridge consists of a small canvass bag 
with a pasteboard disc at the bottom. The fulminate is 
at the centre of this disc. Five grammes of powder are 
introduced into the bag, then some thick wadding impreg- 
nated with grease, and then the bullet, over which the bag 
is tightly tied. Nothing remains of this cartridge in the 
barrel after firing. The diameter of the barrel is one and 
one-tenth centimetres (four-tenths of an inch). 

Barrism armor plates are made from scrap iron, and 
cost £80 per ton ; and it is not unlikely that their cost may 
be lessened by further improvements in the Bessemer 
process.

THE LONDON CONFERENCE. 


EACE is the word that comes out of the great 
London Conference, to relieve the suspense of 
Europe. Peace for how long, peace under what con- 
ditions or restraints, cannot yet be told. Despite the 
tranquillizing aim of the Conference, the signing of 
the treaty by all of the Great Powers, and its instant 
ratification by France and Prussia, vague suspicions 
prevail that war between these rivals is still smoulder- 
ing, and ready to blaze out. The reason of this dis- 
trust is the swift, though noiseless, arming, still going 
on in France, Russia, Prussia; and, accordingly, to 
restore public confidence, all the rival nations must 
throw down their arms. Let us trust that, in- 
stead of the duplicate of the Summer of last year, 
1867 will continue to be a year of peace. At worst, 
peace is for the present assured. England, it is fair 
to add, has come handsomely out of this international 
affair. The part she had to play was a subordinate 
one, but it was played well, and in the interest of hu- 
manity and of Christian civilization. The miserable 
theory of selfish DisraExt, last Summer, that Eng- 
land had ‘‘ outgrown ” Europe, that she was no longer 
to take part in continental embroilments, that she was, 
girt among her cliffs, to spend her time in sucking her 
paws, except when she sallied to ravage India, was 
preposterous. The role of active interposition, the 
attitude of peacemaker among phrensied neighbors, 
suits vastly better England’s historic renown, and the 
memories of old glories won on the continent, from 
Agincourt to Ramillies and Waterloo. 

We cannot be convinced of the necessity of France 
and Prussia measuring swords at this epoch of their 
careers. As for this Luxemburg quarrel, it would 
have been as criminal a cause of war as the Schleswig. 
Holstein dispute, or any other of the century. The 
petty Duchy in dispute recalls that little “‘ plot’ of 
Polish ground, in Hamlet, which was not “ conti- 
‘nent’? enough even for the tombs of the slain ar- 
mies that fought for its mere possession. 

Capt. Truly to speak, sir, and with no addition, 
We go to gain a little patch of ground, 
That hath in it no profit but the name. 
Ham. Why then the Polack never will defend it, 
Capt. Yes, ’tis already garrisoned. 
Ham. * * * twenty thousand men, 
That, for a fantasy and trick of fame, 
Go to their graves like beds; fight for a plot 
Whereon the numbers cannot try the cause, 
Which is not tomb enough, and continent, 
To hide the slain. 

If it is said that Luxemburg was not the cause, but 
only the occasion of a struggle which needed to take 
place, we shall admit the fact, but deny the inference. 
We may agree that the territorial dispute was too 
trivial to be the potential source of war; but we can 
deny that there is any other cause of quarrel what- 
ever betwixt France and Prussia, which demands ap- 
peal to the sword. Not more trivial than the fron- 
tier fortress, but more groundless, more imaginary, 
and hence more criminal, as a casus belli, is a fancied 
jealousy between the subjects of Wii114M I. and Na- 
POLEON. The most assiduous fanning of popular 
flames has hardly set aglow even national pride. We 
do not see even how the rulers of the two nations can 
fairly be hostile, Prussia is growing fastest, but 
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France is still greatest ; Prussia has most comparative 

but France most absolute influence in Europe; Prys. 
sia has progressed, but France has not retrograded, 
Nay, Prussia’s future growth is not of necessity in. 
jurious to France. If all Germany would rise at the 
hostile step of one French zouave across the Rhenish 
boundary, so would all France spring to arms at the 
protruding of a single German bayonet-point across 
the same line. Within Germany, Prussia grows, by 
virtue of a Napoleonic idea, of a theory which Lovis 
BonaPaRTE is‘estopped to renounce, that of the unity 
of nations in homogeneity. There is nothing, there- 
fore, in the past aggrandizement of Prussia to pro- 
mote French hostility; there is nothing, on the other 
hand, in the superb position of Imperial France at 
the head of Europe to tempt Prussia out of her own 
way to pluck her neighbor down. We do not propose 
to retail the nauseating generalities of some “ peace 
** societies ;’? but we do think that, whatever real 
causes there may be for war in Europe (as cause over- 
sufficient there was for our own war of the Rebellion, 
and cause there may be in Eastern Europe to-day)— 
the pretended antagonism of France and Prussia pre- 
sents nothing of the sort. 

We agree, also, with the London Times that both 
BIsMARCK and NAPOLEON are forced to conclude that 
‘*a war between France and Germany, under present 
‘* circumstances, could only result in a drawn game.” 
That authority justly says : 

They both see that nothing but honor could%eventually be gained 
by it. With such gigantic forces as could be brought up on either 
side, one might look for very brilliant but hardly decisive results, 
The victory might be won in one encounter, but its possession would 
always be liable to be challenged in the next. With such inexhaus- 
ible resources as both countries have at command, neither of them 
can hope to wear out the other. 

When to the terrible destructiveness of seeking to 
determine by the sword a question the sword cannot 
determine, we add that there is no reasonable ground 
of dispute existing, the folly of going to war is appa- 
rent. The wits and wiseacres of Europe, meanwhile, 
are contending over the question which of the two 
great rivals in the Luxemburg affair got the better of 
the late dispute. That Prussia was fain to evacuate 
the Duchy, is most certain: but it is possible, also, 
that France was compelled, on her part, to offer gen- 
eral guarantees, or at least assurances, against exten- 
sion of her boundaries Rhineward ; and, again, if the 
Prussians leave the fortress, at least the French will 
not enter it. The game may, therefore, be called 
drawn. Already, a vein of humor comes on the grave 
subject. L’ Escaut, for want of something better to 
say, points out that, in the canton of Diekirchen, in 
the Duchy of Luxemburg, there are three petty little 
villages called Schlindermanscheid, Oberschlinderman- 
scheid, and Nriederschlindermanderscheid. ‘This pe- 
per gravely wonders whether France has reflected what 
it is about in tampering with places whose very names 
are so formidable. The Journal des Debats is rather 
profounder, as well as wittier, in suggesting that Prus- 
sia “‘ cannot fight until after it has digested its din- 
“© ner ’—indeed, its sally gives us the clew to a real 
solution of some late mysteries. BIsMARCK, it is 
known, is wont to employ picturesque figures to ex- 
press his ideas, when he has to disclose them at all 
Recalling his recommendation to the Federal Parlia- 
ment to ‘only put Germany in the saddle and be 
‘* would take care to make her trot,”’ the Journal now 
makes BisMARCK say : ‘“‘ When a man has had & 
** good dinner, and has his belly full, it is all taken up 
‘“‘with digestion. So is it with Prussia. She has 
‘* made a copious repast, and she must digest it—and 
“* her digestion is no small affair. Not one year, nor 
‘two, nor three, will suffice; nor even ten years pet 
‘haps: and Prussia cannot dream of undertaking 
“‘ anything until after its digestion has been consum- 
“mated.” With all our heart, we hope that Prussia 
may digest (or even swallow) for ten years to come, 
and that France may enjoy her siesta, or take gentle 
exercise (say in Algeria) during the same interval. 
Then the would-be belligerents can better measure 
their strength and their reach, and better decide 
whether they have ground of battle. The unification 
of Germany is now a historic phenomenon, t00 late 
for NAPOLEON to withstand—it is an accomplished 
fact. Hence, if NAPOLEON now fights to overthrow 
Prussia, he fights against destiny. On the other 
hand, even the audacity of Bismarck ought to pause 
before rushing recklessly to snatch prestige from the 
splendid legions of France, where neither honor 20F 











profit summons him to the contest. 
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OUR OUTPOSTS. 


In chronicling, as we now do with the liveliest sat- 
jsfgotion and relief, official assurance of the safety of 
fort Buford and its garrison, we must also warn the 
people not to misinterpret these grateful tidings. It 
is painful to see influential journals using the denial 
of the terrible rumor as a sort of negative evidence 
that no trouble exists with the Indians on the plains, 
that our Indian policy has hitherto been felicitous and 
just, and that all the messages and warnings of our 
oficers regarding the hostile intent of the Sioux and 
Cheyennes are pure chimeras. What gave the Fort 
Buford report such swift course and such ready cre- 
dence? What, indeed, but that the slenderness of 
our exposed garrisons, the hostile attitude of the In- 
disns, and the fresh memory of the hideous massacre 
at Fort Phil Kearney, made a new horror only too 
probable? - We are daily the prey to these stories of 
Indian atrocities, a part true, the rest false. On the 
heels of the Fort Buford correction, for example, 
comes a story of a steamboat massacre on the Mis- 
suri, a hundred miles or so above Sioux City. The 
report tells us that the steamer Miner landed to take 
wood, and, “‘ while the crew were chopping,’’ about 
two hundred Indians surrounded them and commenced 
“chopping”’ too; that they chopped up the passen- 
gers, and then, taking to burning, burnt the boat to 
the water's edge. We are happy to say that this 
report is also contradicted on good authority. 

Now, in such cases, it is the intrinsic probability of 
the stories which makes them current and credible. 
No conceivable atrocity is greater than what has been 
committed by the Indians the past Winter; no great- 
er duplicity is possible than they have already shown; 
and, if the hostile bands do not rob and scalp as pro- 
fusely as they might, it is because they are restrained 
for the moment by both cupidity and fear—fear that 
the white man will not always forbear, but will exact 
a terrible vengeance for Fort Phil Kearney—cupidity, 
as believing that already new treaties and presents 
can be secured from the Indian Bureau, on the 
strength of past maraudings. The fact is, if we 
doubt and dilly-dally much longer, there will be hot 
work on the plains, and many good men will have to 
fall. Should fierce hostilities break out once for all, 
it might be accepted as the fortune of war ; but it is 
folly and crime for the Government to be trifling with 
the Indian question year after year, without a fixed 
policy. 

For the moment, it is true, “all is quiet on Tongue 
“River; ’’ but we need not flatter ourselves that all 
will so remain. From a communication in another 
column, it will be seen that a judicious observer re- 
ports to us that from 10,000 to 15,000 Sioux, Chey- 
ennes and Arrapahoes have been encamped since last 
Fall on Tongue River, about a day’s ride from Fort 
(. F. Smith, which, accordingly, has been under 
menace of attack all Winter. These Indians are well 
armed, ‘‘ many of them having revolvers and SPENCER 
“carbines,” and they mean to take possession of the 
ew Montana route, and force its abandonment, at the 
cost of perpetual war. The question, therefore, is, 
whether the vast commercial interests involved in the 
keeping of this ‘‘short route” open to traffic and 
emigration shall be given up, or whether the Indians 
shall be driven from it once and forever? 

Private letters to us from the same region have con- 
firmed the facts and views already set forth. A pri- 
vate letter, for example, dated a month since, at Fort 
C. F. §mith, tells us that the Sioux and their allies 
have been watching that post, 1,000 warriors strong. 
“Tf the Government,” says the writer, ‘‘ does not 
“send enough troops out to whip the whole Sioux 
9 ation, we shall have trouble all the time, and other 
_ tribes will join them. If the Sioux are whipped, 
"the others will be our friends; but not otherwise.” 
The Sioux, in fact, have had a hand in nearly all the 
lndian mischief that has happened for years. It was 
* branch of that family that ran riot in Minnesota in 
the Summer of 1862, and, when driven from tne Up- 
per Minnesota to Dakotah, they were ready, with other 
Sioux tribes, for fresh maraudings. So long, then, 
these hostile combinations exist, and Indians re- 
main on the war-path, we had better refrain from 
Wer-confidence, All that has ever been said in criti- 
“sm upon the past conduct of Indian affairs is per- 

applicable now. 

or the rest, General Hancock’s campaign is now

accomplished; but the pacific conferences with the 
Camanches, Arrapahoes and Kiowas promise good re- 
sults. The great “talk”? with the Kiowas at Fort 
Larned, Kansas, was the last, and in many respects 
the most important, of the Indian conferences. The 
great chief of the Kiowas, Satanta, made a fine de- 
fence of himself and his tribe in his oration, dis- 
claimed the desire for war, and fastened upon the In- 
dian agents the charge of embezzling the annuity 
goods. To the latter accusation, General HANcocK 
essayed no reply, but referred it to Washington. 
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POPULAR MILITARY EDUCATION. 


Time was when, had any skeptic ventured to hint 
that the public military training of the youth of 
America would soon. be shamefully neglected, he 
would have been pooh-poohed as a simpleton, or per- 
haps put in Fort Warren as ‘‘disloyal.’’ That time 
of military prowess and confidence was just after the 
outbreak of the Rebellion, when the very babes bore 
miniature muskets, and when all the youth were 
drilled in the manual and the marchings, so that the 
public schools literally taught the “‘ young idea how 
‘**to shoot!’’ Now, the sensation has died away, and 
not only the war but its lessons and its warnings are 
half forgotten. Already the military education of 
youth is ignored, as of old, and military drill, which 
was once considered the first necessity in ‘‘ gymnas- 
** ties,’’ is fallen into disrepute. 

The value of popular military education has been 
too long preached, from the days of the fathers of the 
Republic: to our own, to require much advocacy on 
general and theoretical grounds. We have now the 
Military Academy, we have State academies talked 
of, and we have a goodly crop of private ‘‘ military 
** and classical schools,’’ whose pupils are uniformed 
in gray, buttoned in brass, and styled cadets. But we 
yet lack the great thing needful, which is, in short, 
neither the opening of new professional schools nor 
the enlargement of old ones, but the diffusion through 
the common schools, the high schools, and the col- 
leges of the country, of the rudiments of military ed- 
ucation as a regular part of the curriculum of studies. 
The public schools of the country are ample, as they 
now stand, to furnish all the general military training, 
which, supplemented by a National Militia, and 
crowned by West Point, our Republic requires. 

It must not be understood that this topic has es- 
caped the ken of our National legislators; so impor- 
tant, indeed, is it, that it would be little creditable to 
Congress had that body failed to thoroughly discuss 
it. Inthe Army Bill, passed at the end of last July, 
it was enacted that, ‘‘for the purpose of promoting 
‘“*knowledge of military science among the young 
“‘men of the United States,” the PRESIDENT may, 
upon the application of any established college large 
enough to educate one hundred and fifty male stu- 
dents at once, detail an officer of the Army to act as 
‘* president, superintendent or professor” of that col- 
lege or university. It was added that these details of 
officers should not exceed twenty at a time, and should 
be locally distributed, as nearly as practicable, in the 
ratio of population, and should be governed by rules 
made by the PresipENT. Singular in its form, and 
crude in its method, as was this provision (which, we 
believe, owes its origin to Senator SHERMAN), yet it 
was a primal step in the right direction. As such, it 
was cordially received, and the provision was intro- 
duced into the Army Bill without serious opposition. 
Nevertheless, the system here provided has thus far 
been left almost inoperative. In one or two cases the 
PRESIDENT has appointed the officer thus authorized 
to be selected, and has taken him, we believe, from 
the retired list, and not from active service. These 
few cases have not affected the more illustrious uni- 
versities in the country, and accordingly the largest 
and oldest colleges, like Harvard and Yale, have not 
yet availed themselves of the privilege granted by the 
bill. 

If we turn to other countries, we find nowhere such 
neglect of public military education as in our own. 
And yet, on the contrary, nowhere should it be so 
carefully cultivated as in our own: because no other 
country has so small a force of troops at its command, 
in proportion to its size. We had almost added that 
no country in the world, of the first-rate, or even of

the second-rate, or even of the third-rate, {had so 







small an available military force in its armies as our 
own. Every European government, however petty, ' 
out of its scanty budget pinches enough to maintain, 
military schools, where drill, engineering, horseman- 
ship, and artillery practice are taught to its young, 
men. But, if it be objected that this practice will do 
for countries which keep up large standing armies, 
but not for a republic, we shall find the little Alpine 
commonwealth of Switzerland outstripping her impe- 


rial neighbors in her system of public military educa- 
tion. 








MONUMENT TO PERCIVAL DRAYTON, U. 8. N- 


Or the naval officers of Southern birth who were true 
to the flag and the nation during the war for the Union, 
no one more justly commanded the esteem and won the 
sympathy of his loyal fellow citizens than Percrvat Dray- 
ton. Imbued with national sentiment by his father, who 
abandoned South Carolina, his native State, when the 
heresy of nullification was originally broached, he early 
learned to appreciate the patriotism, industry, and domes- * 
tic virtues of Northern society wherein he was always a 
favorite. A thorough gentleman and accomplished officer, 
‘his memory is widely honored and endeared. Several of 
his friends, prominent among them Joun Astor, Jr, and 
A.exanDER Hamixton, Jr., have erected a monument to 
his memory in Trinity Church, New York, of which we 
subjoin a description : 


. The base of the monument, cut in impressive, simple 
lines, is decorated on either side with classic prows, em- 
blematic of the Navy, surrounded by wreaths; and un- 
derneath is inscribed on the left: “Sumrer, Mosrtz;” 
and on the right: “Porr Royau.” The centre of the 
base is a bronze door crossed with raised bands in antique 
style, and ornamented with beautifully wrought bolt- 
heads. Above the door the base is cut in the form of a 
solid pediment, and on it are inscribed in a monogram the 
Greek Alpha and Omega. 

Above the base, which is carefully cut in Nova Scotia 
stone, the material of the main body of the monument, 
rise two perfectly polished columns of red marble, with 
capitals and bases of Nova Scotia stone supporting an 
arch, in the cavity of which is placed a slab of black mar- 
ble with this inscription in gilt letters :— 

"TN MEMORY OF PERCIVAL DRAYTON, 

CAPTAIN UNITED STATES NAVY. ’ 
Born at Charleston, August 25, 1812. 
Died at Washington, August 4, 1865. 

: Chief of Bureau of Navigation. ° 

: A naval officer for ay Ay years—without a superior.: 

: Above all sectional feeling, he distinguished himself in the eer-: 

vice of the Union, in command of a frigate at Port Royal; at:

Beneath the inscription is the representation of a Mon- 
itor raised and gilded. 

This monumental tablet is surrounded by a band of 
light green marble, on which is set on each side a palm 
surmounted by a Maltese cross, and above around the 
curve of the arch the words, “Loyatty: Truro: Cuar- 
ry.” This is in a mosaic of dark green marble, contrast- 
ing well with the lighter stone into which it is set. 

Above the arch is a pediment of Nova Scotia stone with 
a medisval cornice of leaves, and crowned with a cross of 
the same style, set in circular wreath. In the centre of 
ee — is a shield, supported by branches of laurel 
and oak; 


The Monument has been erected on the right of the 
main door of the Church as you enter. It was designed 
by Ricuarp M. Hunt, and does great credit to his skill 
and taste as an architect, as well as to his thorough ap- 
preciation of the loyal and efficient officer whose services

Tux French papers speak with great mystery of a new 
cannon, which it is hinted is the invention of the Emperor, 
and is as much more terrible than every other weapon, as 
that ruler is more powerful than other monarchs.

MILITARY EDUCATION IN OUR COLLEGES. 


Masor Whittlesey, of the United States Army, spent a 
couple of days in this city last week, to consult with the 
officers of Yale College in relation to a project to connect 
the Regular Army more closely with our principal literary 
institutions by establishing military professionships in 
them, and making a certain number of their graduates 
officers in the Army. Major Whittlesey is a Commissioner 
of the War Department to obtain the views of the leading 
colleges on this subject, to assist in the preparation of a bill 
to be presented at the next session of Congress. The gene- 
ral features of the plan are the assignment by the govern- 
ment of one or two competent officers of our leading col- 
lege in each State, to give instruction in military science 
and practice, in additition to the regular academical course. 
When a class graduates five of its members, selected for 
their excellence in general as well as military scholarship, 
are to be recommended for commissions in the Army, and 
are to be appointed as vacancies occur, the same as the 
graduates of West Point now are, and are to stand on the 
same footing with the West Pointers in all the assignments 
to duty. In consequence of the great increase of the Army, 
it is necessary to increase thenumber of West Point stu- 
dents or else to appoint officers from civil life who have 
pursued no course of military study. It is thought by 
Generals Grant, Meade, and other prominent officers, that 

t benefits would result to the Army and the country, 
if our principal colleges would be induced to give a quasi 
military education to their students, and thus secure for 
the Army a set of officers who have a broader culture than 
West Point officers, combined with’ a sufficient knowledge 
of military science to enable them to maintain a respect- 
able position as soldiers. It is believed the plan would 
elevate the standard of military qualification, and at the 
same time open a new field to the students of our lite 
institutions. The details of the project will not be decided 
upon until the principal colleges have considered it and ex- 

their opinions to the government.—New Haven 
Journal, April 20.

THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Recerrion oF ex-OoOLONEL VERMILYE, OF THE Szventx Reci- 
MENT.—A special reunion of the Veterans of the Seventh regiment 
was held on Thursday evening, the 8th inst., at Delmonico’s, Four- 
teenth street, to give a welcome to Colonel Washington R. Vermilye, 
commander of the organization, and ex-Colonel of the regiment, who 
has just returned from a prolonged absence in Europe. A large num, 
ber of the Veterans were present. The speech of welcome was made 
by General Charles Roome, and was happily responded to by the 
guest of the evening. The members then adjourned to the adjoining 
room, where a liberal collation had been prepared under the auspices 
of the irrepressible Commissary Arrowsmith. After the edibles had 
been disposed of, and the potables had begun to give token of their 
influence, a number of happy impromptu speeches were made. Ma- 
jor Fowler, of General Shaler’s staff, was first called upon, and wag 
peculiarly felicitous in his remarks, which drew forth peals of laugh- 
ter and rounds of applause. Captain William Farnham being called 
upon to respond in behalf of the younger representatives of the 
organization, gave some very interesting reminiscences of Colonel 
Vermilye’s career as a private soldier in the war of the Rebellion, 
which not being generally known, will bear a more extended notice. 
In the Summer of 1862, the regiment, as is well known, garrisoned 
Federal Hill, in Baltimore, having been mustered into the service for 
three months. Ona bright day in June there appeared in the fort a 
venerable-looking, white-haired, portly citizen, who seemed to be 
universally recognized and welcomed. Much to the surprise of all, 
the gentleman in question walked quietly into the quarters of the 
eighth company, and soon emerged arrayed in the full fatigue uni- 
form of a private. This person was Colonel Vermilye. He remained 
with the regiment during the whole term of service, taking his rations 
and standing in line drumming with fork on tin pan like the rest, 
doing his full tour of duty as sentinel and on the fatiguing battalion 
drills in the hot July sun with an energy and diligence which the 
youngest private could not excel. His son, a corporal in the sixth 
company, was on several occasions corporal of the guard, and the 
sight was not uncommon to see the young man conducting his father 
to his post and ordering the old gentleman to “‘ Step out” with as 
much sternness and vigor as if he were talking to some trembling 
recruit. Captain Farnham closed by comparing this conduct of the 
Colonel, who, leaving a large and lucrative banking business and a 
home of hard-earned and well-deserved luxury and comfort to under- 
take the disagreeable routine of duty of a private, had so well de- 
served of his country, with the vast crowd of younger “‘stay at 
homes’? who had no interests to keep them, but simple indifferences 
if not hostility, to the cause. The Colonel blushed visibly, but the 
remarks and allusions of Captain Farnham drew out great applause. 
Other speeches followed, one very amusing one by Asher Taylo r, 
Esq., and some brief and soldierly remarks by Colonel Healy. An 
impromptu glee club, in which the rich voices of Messrs. Bernard» 
Baldwin, Ware, Russell and Miller blended harmoniously together, 
filled up the intervals with choice and favorite songs. The unex- 
pected absence of Colonel Clarke was universally noticed and re- 
gretted. 

Prize Musxet Contest.—As the remarks of the Journat on the 
sabject of competitive contests have met with considerable favor with 
the members of the National Guard, a variety of these trials of skill 
and proficiency have already taken place, and we understand that 
others are talked of. Last week, a competition took place between 
the respective drum-corps of the Fifth and Twelfth regiments—of 
which we speak more at length elsewhere—and also one for a cham- 
pion musket offered as a prize by Colonel Parmele of the Seventy-first 
regiment, to the member of that regiment who should prove himself 
the most proficient in the school of the soldier. Both of these con- 
tests came off on the same evening—Thursday, the 8th inst. The 
latter affair took place at the State Arcenal in the presence of the 
members and friends of the regiment. The regiment on this occasion 
was paraded for the purpose of battalion drill, and turned out with 
ten commands of eleven files each. Of the drill proper it is only 
necessary to say that it was conducted with that precision and finish 
which so generally characterize the movements of this regiment. 
The full regimental band was also present, and the fine music it fur- 
nished added in no small degree to the enjoyableness of the occasion. 
After executing a few battalion movements the regiment was drawn 
up in line and the Colonel proceeded to announce the nature of the 
contest for the musket which was about to take place. The plan 
followed was that each captain should select trom his company the 
man who, in his estimation, was most thoroughly posted in the school 
of the soldier; these men had previously been drilled before the 
Colonel, who, after some difficulty, had made choice of two who 
should publicly compete for the superiority, viz.: First Sergeant 
Harry Evertson, of Company B, and Sergeant W. O. Dow, of Company 
F, who were theretpon ordered to the front and centre. It was quite 
evident that Sergeant Evertson was somewhat nervous, even at the 
commencement of the contest, a circumstance which doubtless in- 
terfered with his chances of success, although, at the opening of the 
trial, he appeared to be the general favorite, at least, with the ladies. 
Sergeant Dow, on the other hand, was perfectly cool and collected, 
while the firmness and decision visible in the lines about his mouth 
gave evidence that if he was to be defeated it was not to be from the 
lack of an erideavor toexcel. Both of the contestants had evidently 
been well and carefully drilled, although neither carried his head or 
was quite as flat-backed as we could have wished, although they were 
both soldierly looking men. However, the drill commenced, Colonel 
Parmele giving the commands, and for some time it was very difficult 
to tell which contestant would prove himself the better man. The 
drill consisted in the manual, the facings and marching, and as the 
commands came thick and fast it was evident that the superior self- 
possession and coolness of Sergeant Dow would tell in the long run. 
It was certainly a pretty severe ordeal for two men to go througa 
with, to be called upon to drill before the members of their regiment 
drawn up in line on one side, and a perfect battery of bright eyes on 
the other; and who can tell that each did not feel that a particularly 
bright pair was bent intently on him, and that some little heart was 
fluttering for him as the chances of victory inclined first to one and 
then tothe other. It is hardly to be wondered at that one or two 
mistakes were made, for which one of us can do anything perfectly, 
especially under great excitement. In most of the movements the 
sergeants were equally proficient, but in the various aimings, direct 
as well as right and left oblique, Sergeant Dow had the advantage. 
Subsequently, two others of the company contestants joined the first 
two for the purpose of enabling them to show their skill in stacking 
arms. In this movement again Sergeant Dow gained a decided ad- 
vantage, forming a stack more rapidly and correctly than his com- 
petitor. This part of the drill having been completed the two extra 
men retired to their places in the ranks, as did also the contestants 
after a little further exercising. 








_ For 8 few moments preceding the announcement of the result 
there was a buzz of eager anticipation which was hushed into silence 
as the Colonel advanced to the centre of the room with the prise 
musket in his hand, and calling Sergeat Dow to the front and centre 
presented him with the piece, which was. the emblem of his victory 


| and which is to be defended by him against all comers for the space 


of ayear. Cheer after cheer was given for the euccessful competitor 
and also for Sergeant Everteon who had so bravely and so closely 
struggled w'th him for the victory—and which all agreed had been 
fairly fought for and won. The musket itself was a Springfield rifle, , 
silver mounted and very handsomely finished, bearing on a silver 
plate the inscription, Cuamriom, and on the heel of the butt the 
figures 71. The competition was certainly a most interesting one, 
and the Seventy-first regiment is to be congratulated at being able 
to turn out two such superior drilled soldiers. 

After the close of the competition Brigadier-General William G. 
Ward—who, with his staff, were among the witnesses of the trial— 
reviewed the battalion, but of this we may not now speak at greater 
length. 

We would like to hear that the commandants of some of our other 
crack corps had followed Colonel Parmele’s example, so that a drill 
of these regimental champions might be held, and from them one be 
chosen who should bear the title of the Onampron of the First division: 
Does any colonel think he has in his regiment a better drilled man 
than Sergeant Dow! If he does, let him come forward and say 20, 
and when these contestants meet may we be there to see. 


Firty-rivta Reoiment.—Colonel Eugene Le Gal has issued the 
following order: In again assuming command of this regiment the 
commandant desires to express his satisfaction with the improvement 
in drill and discipline which has taken place during his absence. 
Every officer will be required to render himself thoroughly conver- 
sant with the duties of his position, and if not competent to their 
performance will be sent before the Examining Board. Casey’s Tac- 
tics alone are recognized by the State, and every officer is expected 
to procure and study them. All official communications are to be 
sent to the commandant, through the adjutant, No. 79 Cedar street. 
The commanding officer will be at the armory every Wednesday 
morning between 8 and 9Pr.m., to attend to regimental business. 
Wing drills of this regiment will take place at Tompkins Square, ag 
follows: Right wing, Companies A, O, E, F, H, under Lieutenant- 
Colonel Allen, on Monday evenings, May 20th and 27th; left wing, 
Companies B, D, G, I, under Major Goldschmidt, on Wednesday 
evenings, May 22d and 29th.

Company courte-martial will te held 
in those companies, copies of whose by-laws have been filed with the 
adjutant, and the several presidents of such courts-martial will file 
their returns with the adjutant at least ten days before the holding 
of the regimental court-martial. 


Hor or tue E1enta Reoiment —The last of the series of enter~ 
tainments given by this regiment came off at the Centre Market 
armory on Thursday evening, the 9thinst. This being the closing 
affair of the season the decorations of the room set apart for dancing 
were more elaborate than on the previousevenings. A larger number 
of invitations also than usual was issued, and, as most of the invited 
guests attended, the armory was at times crowded to exces:. The 
floor was under the management of Sergeant Arthur Savage, assisted 
by the non-commissioned officers of Companies B and C, who per- 
formed their duties to the satisfaction of all. The various organisa- 
tions of the First and Second division were represented almost without 
exception, many of the higher officers, however, only remaining a 
short time. The supper was served in the armory of the Sixth regi- 
ment, which is contiguous to that of the Eighth, and to which an 
entrance had been effected by removing a gun rack and taking down 
the partition which was behind it. Lieutenant-Colonel Scott, who 
commands the regiment im the absence of Colonel Carr, was very 
attentive to his guests, as also was Adjutant Durfee and the officers 
of the regiment generally. Among the many things which had been 
prepared for the refreshment of the friends of the regiment was a 
soda water fountain, from which the thirsty quaffed the exhilarating 
but not intoxicating draft mingled with the choicest of syrups. The 
card of dances contained twenty-three selections, which were not 
concluded until long after midnight, so that the salutation ‘‘ Good 
morning,” at the close of the dances was the proper good-bye at the 
the conclusion of this successful entertainment. 


Orricers’ Datti, Etevenra Brroape.—A drill of the officers and 
non-commissioned officers of this brigade took place on the evening 
of the 9th inst., under the supervision of Brigadier-General Jesse C. 
Smith, at the Portland avenue arsenal, Brooklyn. The regiments 
represented were the Twenty- » Lieutenant-Oolonel Ward com- 
manding ; the Forty-seventh, Lieutenant-Colonel Banks ; the Fifty- 
second, Colonel Coles, and the Fifty-sixth, Colonel Adams. The 
turn out was not very large, the members of the Twenty-third regi- 
ment being present in greater numbers than those of any one of the 
other regiments. The drill was a very simple one, being chiefly con- 
fined to instruction in the method of performing the ceremonies of 
dress parade and review in line and column according to General 
Torbert’s plan, and the firings. In this latter exercise, and especislly 
in aiming, all the regiments need considerable instruction, es they 
aimed too high and with too great a lack of steadiness. General 
Smith gave his instructions with great explicitness, especially as to 
the correct positions of the various officers, and also the method in 
which he wished them to carry their sabres and salute. Although 
the General was usually quite correct in his instructions, we do no 
think he gave his officers a good practical illustration of what he 
taught them. The General certainly deserves great credit for his 
activity and the attention he gives to all matters which concern the 
interest of his brigade, but we are of opinion that theoretical instruc- 
tion, either by orders or on the black board, would have been quite 
as beneficial as a drill like the one on last Thursday, where, although 
the officers were told what to do, no mistakes were noticed or cor- 
rected. The members of the Fifty-sixth were without muskets ; of 
the others the Twenty-third fired best, and the Fifty-second the 
worst, which was bad indeed. The Forty-seventh regiment doubtless 
felt the want of Colonel Meserole; whereas Lieutenant-Colonel Ward 
got along very well with the Twenty-third, being moreover assisted 
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by Captain Farnum, who acted as Lieutenant-Colonel, and Osptain 
) =e naan Major. The Union, in speaking of this 
says:

It is those men who should be promptly to the 
front and invested temporarily with the baton of 

Without meaning to disparage the ability of any officer present we 
must say we failed to discover these embryo Alexanders, Ceesars and 
Napoleons; but as they are the kind of men we are in search of we 
hope our Brooklyn cotemporary will introduce some of these gentle- 
men to the public, and at the same time afford us an opportunity of 
assisting in bringing these gems of *‘ purest ray serene’”’ from the 
dark caves of obscurity where they are now concealed. The next 
rill will take place on the 23d inst., on which occasion we hope our 
friend over the river will treat us to some new developments: 

We understand that General Smith has appointed Lieutenant H. 
J. Foster, formerly Adjutant of the One Hundred and Thirty-third 
New York Volunteers, Major and Assistant Adjutant-General on his 
staff. Major Foster, who is now a member of the Seventh regiment, 
has served as Assistant Adjutant-General in the field under General 
Banks, in Louisiana, and he has always borne the reputation of being 
acapable and efficient officer, and will consequently be a valuable 
addition to General Smith’s military family. 

Tumteenta Reoment.—We make the following extracts from 
General Orders No. 8, from the headquarters of this regiment : 

This command will parade in fuil uniform, armed and equipped, 
for the purpose of field exercise, drill and instruction, at the Capito- 
line Grounds, on Thursday, 23d inst. The adjutant’s call will be 
beaten at 9 a. m., precisely. Line will be formed on Orange street, 
right resting on Henry. Among the to be practiced are the 
ceremonies of guard mounting, inspection and review. 

So much of General Orders No. 2, current series, as reduces to the 
ranks Sergeant W.J.Hosford, late of Company K, is hereby re- 
scinded, the Colonel Commanding being convinced that injustice has 
been done said Hosford, by electing him toa position the duties of 
which he had neither time, inclination, nor the necessary qualifica- 
tions to perform, and which position he would have resigned, had he 
not been informed, by his immediate superiors, that his resignation 
would not be accepted. And as this is not the only casein this com- 
mand where non-commissioned officers have, for good and sufficient 
reasons, desired to return to the ranks, company commanders are re- 
minded that it is not for them to determine what action the com- 
manding officer of the regiment may take upon communications for- 
warded to these headquarters; and that their duties in this respect 
consist principally in receiving, endorsing, and promptly forwarding 
all proger communications, requiring the action of the regimental 
commander. 

A Court-martial for the trial of all delinquencies and deficiencies 
in the Thirteenth regiment, N. G., of which Major Fred. A. Mason 
is President, will be held on Monday, June 3d, at the City Armory, 
at 8o’clock p.m. Company commanders are required to make re- 
turns of all del:nquencies amenable thereto, including the parade 
herein ordered for the 23d inst. to Major Mason at these headquar- 
ters, on or before Satarday evening, June Ist; at which time, also, 
he will attend to hear the excuses of delinquents, in accordance with 
the provisions of paragragh 3, General Orders No. 3, current series. 

First Reoiment Cavaluy.-—Some time since the dissensions which 
were rife among the officers and members of this regiment bade fair 
to entirely break up the organization. Officer after officer lft, until 
finally the Colonel was compelied to resiga or stand trial on charges 
of aserions nature. While these changes were going on, naturally 
enough little attention was paid to drills, and consequently the regi- 
ment made no progress in either drill or discipline, as the majority of 
the officers were new and uninstructed in their duties. Subsequently, 
however, Captain Henry Brinker, of the Third Cavalry, was elected 
Colonel of the First, the effective force of the regiment was increased» 
and since that time very determined efforts have been made to get it 
im proper shape. 

The first mounted drill of the regiment under Colonel Brinker took 
place on Monday, the 15th inst., at Tompkins square. Before the 
drill, however, the regiment was marched to the City Hall, where a 
national color and a set of guidons were presented to them by 
Mayor Hoffman on behalf of the city. As the regiment, preceded by 
&® mounted band, passed our office in colum of fours with drawn 
sabres it presented a better appearance than it has for many a day. 
A majority of the men had on new uniforms, and were in fine shape. 
The helmets and plumes of Captain Otto’s troop, however, contrasted 
strangely with the less showy blue and yellow with which the rest of 
the men were uniformed. The regiment, numbering some three 
hundred and ninety men, entered the Park from the west side, and 
was formed in line in single rank on three sides of a square, the band 
being in rear of the centre of the line. This was a decidedly novel 
position for the music at such a time, but was evidently made with 
the intention of letting the city officials know that the band was 
there, which might have escaped their notice had it been stationed 
on the right, as it was composed of only some ten pieces in all. 
Of the reception of the colors it is sufficient to say that it was very 
poorly managed on the part of the cavalry. After the presentation 
the regiment should have passed in review ; but as it was, those only 
who were to the east of the Mayor’s position did so, the others break- 

ing into column without pretending to salute the reviewing officer, to 
his very evident disgust. The band resumed its position at the 
head of the column by passing up the flanks of thecolumn. From the 
Park the regiment went up Broadway and Eighth street to Tompkins 
square, at which place it was reviewed by Brigadier-General Brooke 
Postley, commanding the Cavalry brigade. This review was better 
than that at the Park, but not what it should have been. General 
Postley was accompanied by Major Kent and Major Traphagen, of 
his staff. Major Kent wore a stable cap, in accordance witb orders 
(we cannot tell why they were issued), and handsome gilt aigulettes. 
We are happy to say that General Postley did not omit to pay the 
proper respect to the color, a reporter of a daily paper to the contrary 
notwithstanding. In passing in review at a walk the regiment 
made a fair appearance ; but not so at a trot, which should not have 
been attempted until the men were better drilled and the horses 
were more accustomed to being together. After the review the regi- 
ment was exercised in the movements of the battalion, in which most 
of the officers displayed very great ignorance. Much to our surprise 
very little use was made of the bugle. Very little can be said in 
commendation of the drill, and we therefore refrain from remarking 
upon it because this regiment has had very great difficulties to con- 
tend against ; and as it takes so much longer to make a cavalry than 
an infantry soldier we are disposed to make great allowances for the 
blunders made, because we think we see indications of a marked im- 
provement in the appearance and morale of the men. It is certainly 
@ difficult matter to make good cavalry horses out of animals which 
only drill as sucha few times in a year; and it is all the more so 
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when neither the officers who command companies nor the men who 
are in the ranks appear to be well instructed. We fail to see the ad- 
vantage to be gained by ordering the First regiment to East New 
York for a field day until it is much more proficient in the school of 
the battalion. 

Company O, Finst Reomment.—At a meeting of Company OC, First 
regiment (Hawkins Zouaves), N. G. 8.

Tuirp Reemwent or Cavatey.—A driil of this regiment, Colonel 
Budke commanding, took place at Tompkins square on Tuesday 
afternoon, the 14th inst, some two hundred and eighty men being in 
line. While the regiment was drilling a very severe thunder storm 
came up and gave them a severe drenching, also covering the dril) 
ground with pools of water. This wetting was, perhaps, the reason 
why, at each rest, so many pocket pistols were produced and a trans- 
fer of their contents effected. The greater part of the members of 
this regiment are Germans, and we noticed a very small boy on 
several occasions following the troops with zwei lager bier glasses in 
his hands. This, however, by way of episode, for it was evident that 
Colonel Budke understood his duties, and that most of his officers 
had been instructed. There was, however, a lack of uniformity in 
the appearance of the men, some wearing the full dress hat, and 
others the fatigue cap, while a few had on the full braided jacket of 
the hussar uniform, formerly worn by this regiment. The Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel and the Major also appeared to be efficient officers, and. 
the drill was, all things considered, a creditable one. The horses of 
the regiment were evidently somewhat accustomed to being formed 
in companies. The bugle was very properly used throughout the 
drill. The chevrons of the chief bugler were a decided puzzle, being 
formed by placing the chevrons of Sergeant of Engineers under those 
of a Sergeant of Marines. 

It is always a matter of considerable doubt whether it is possible 
to have a good regiment of National Guard Cavalry, and it is very 
certain that it cannot be done unless strict discipline is enforced. 
The Third is doubtless one of the best cavalry regiments in the 
State, but there appears to be a laxness in its discipline as well as in 
the manner in which reports are made, for we observed that when 
the Brigade Inspector inquired of the Adjutant how many men he 
had in line, the latter replied he had not yet had time to count them. 
As the regimental line was longer than any of the fronts of the 
square, in most of the movements the two left companies did not 
manouvre. 

A great majority of the men of the First and Third Cavalry need 
setting up in the school of the trooper mounted, and above all things 
to learn to keep their toes in so that they do not irritate their horses 
by the constant application of the spur. 

The Third regiment is certainly a very fair specimen ofa regiment 
of National Guard Cavalry, but we have our doubts as to the practi- 
cability of making an efficient cavalry regiment of men who have so 
few opportunities for mounted drill. After the drill Major E. H. 
Kent, Brigade Inspector, reviewed the regiment, the ceremony being 
executed in good style. 

Brigadier-General Brooke Postley was unable to attend this drill 
by reason of sickness. 

SzeventH Reormment.—This regiment will parade for review, in full 
uniform, on Friday, May 24th. Roll call of companies at 2 o’clock 
P.M. In compliance with Special Brigade Orders No. 17,a Regimen- 
tal Court-martial, for the trial of delinquent non-commissioned offi- 
cers and privates of this regiment will convene at the armory on 
Monday, June 10th, at 8 o’clock p.m.

The 
report of those present and absent is so creditable tu the regiment 
that we append it herewith : 

Present—Field, 3; staff, 4; line officers, 26; non-commissioned 
staff, 7; band, 25; drummers and fifers, 21 ; rank and file, 297, and 
guard, 24. Total, 407. 

Absent—With leave, 40; without leave, sick and absent from city, 
105; without uniforms, 55.

Colonel John Ward was in command, and the regiment mades 
very fine appearance.

It appeared to us that it would have been much better to have placed 
ten, or even fifteen men, in position for drill in the sabre exercise, 
for, say twenty minutes, and then another ten or fifteen, and so on, 
until the entire command present had practised. The room was too 
small for all to drill together, and too small also for the number who 
actually did drill with the sabre. The setting up of most of the offi- 
cers was not good, and should they, when mounted, use their bodies 
when wielding the sabre as they did at this drill, they would likely 
be thrown. The major did not take that notice of inattention to the 
details of the drill which we thought was necessary. He did not ecr. 
= single officer during the evening, when many needed it. Hcw- 
Yer, Major Slade has been in the cavalry arm long enough to know 


what is required, even if he did not on this occasion quite come up to 
our ideas of what is required of a good instructor. Another thing 
struck us as rather odd, that is, the major’s habit of addressing his 
command as ** gentlemen,” and using the word “ please” sundry 
times. This while his command was under arms and subject to or- 
ders. 

These elementary drills have been productive of much good, and 
on all sides we hear commendatory remarks of Major Slade for inaug. 
urating them. After the drill a collation was served, many speeches 
made and attempted to be made, and much jollity prevailed. The 
cavalry battalion is quite a social institution, and displays that esprit 
de corps and fraternal feeling which we would like to see developed in 
the infantry force of the State military establishment to a much lar- 
ger degree than we know is now the case. The artillery batteries 
come next to the cavalry in this respect, and are rapidly improving. 

The commissioned and non-commissioned officers were to havea 
mounted drill on Thursday afternoon, 16th inst., at 3 rp. u., upon the 
parade ground of thecommon.
